Those who like to play around with test tubes and microscopes or 
who like to talk about the human anatomy found themselves at home 
in the Bryan Science Building. Courses in numerous branches of 
science, including biology, microbiology, anatomy and physiology, 
chemistry, physical science, and physics, were offered to students who 
planned to pursue careers in such fields as medicine, physical therapy, 
engineering, pharmacy, nursing, or medical technology. 

An increasing demand in related areas, such as health occupations, 
has affected the enrollment in several science courses. This was 
especially true of Anatomy and Physiology, which is required of 
nursing students. Recent addition of classroom space and laboratories 
has allowed the science division to grow and provide more services for 
the majors in each field.

On the other hand, those who wanted to go further could choose 
courses designed to prepare them for a number of different majors, 
including engineering. Instruction helped to prepare them for an 
increasingly complex world in which math skills are in great demand.

President Holmes 
continues to make 
his mark at SMCC 
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After forty years at Southwest Mississippi Community College, 
Horace C. Holmes has become synonymous with this institution. In 
the fall of 1953, he took the position of psychology teacher and men’s 
basketball coach, leading his teams to two state championships in 
1959 and 1963. 

In 1955 he was named Dean of Men and two years later became 
Vice-President. By 1964 he had added another title — Dean of 
Instruction. Eight years later he became president when H. T. 
Huddleston retired. 

During his tenure, the students and alumni have seen the campus 
change extensively. Construction has included three residences for 
faculty or staff, four duplexes, three dormitories, seven classroom 
and/or administration buildings, a fine arts complex, a library- 
learning research center, and a maintenance building. 

Improvements were added to Hurst Field, and the campus has 
modern tennis courts and baseball bleachers, plus a new athletic 
dressing and training facility. With the projected Kenna Hall renova¬ 
tion, the grand total of capital improvements is over 13 million dollars. 

It is impossible to miss the pride and enthusiasm when he remarks, 
“Great things are happening at Southwest!” As evidence he cites 
increased enrollment, a growing nursing program, a new robotics 
program, additional scholarships, and national recognition earned by 
students. 

President Holmes and his family have become an integral part of 
life at Southwest. He has certainly contributed much to make this 
place what it is at this point in time. 
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Dean William H. Johnson is the chief academic officer, coordinat¬ 
ing the academic programs of the college with general regulations 
and policies. He has been at SMCC since 1968, when he came to 
teach foreign languages.
